These  newspapers,  used  variably  either  by  scanning 
complete  years  during  the  early  periods  of  park 
thought  and  park  construction,  or  by  looking  for 
date-specific  items,  are  a  valuable  resource.

In  addition  to  the  newspaper  holdings  on  microfilm 
or  in  volumes  in  various  repositories,  collections 
of  clippings  on  park-related  topics  were  used, 
located  in  the  photograph  and  clipping  archives  of 
the  Fall  River  Herald  News,  in  the  Fall  River 
Public  Library  and  the  private  collection  of 
clippings  assembled  by  Howard  Lothrop  covering  some 
events  and  controversies  from  1925-1933.   These 
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clippings  were  not  always  identified  as  to  date  or 
newspaper  source.   This  is  particularly  true  of  the 
Lothrop  collection,  where  the  articles  came  from 
several  sources.   It  is  possible  that  in  many  cases 
the  handwritten  notations  were  incorrect,  even  as  to 
name  of  newspaper.  Wherever  practical,  they  have 
been  located.   However,  there  are  several  entries 
which  could  not  be  readily  found.   They  have  been 
left  in  the  list  because  they  contained  useful 
information  concerning  the  park.
